Response to Amendment 

1. This action is in response to the remark filed on February 17^, 2009. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments see Page 2-4, filed February 17^, 2009, with respect to claims 1 - 
1 1 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-11 has been 
withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 - 1 1 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 - 11 are 
allowable with respect to a method for using automatic transmission having on coming and off 
going clutch, where determining when the oncoming clutch gained the torque capacity using the 
first derivative and where the first derivative is determined with respect to time of a portion of 
the off going clutch command. The prior art reference, Minowa et al ( US Pat No 6243637 ) 
shows oncoming and off going clutch but does not show the clutch gained torque capacity using 
the first derivative. However, the secondary reference, Narita (US Pat No 5241577) only shows 
first derivative of time with respect to gear ratio and does not show the clutch gained torque 
capacity using the first derivative.
